How I’roilu ellon Is P roduced at the 1’x * 
pens« * o f H um an f le s h and ltlo« :d . 
“ It is n ot true,” said a well kn own 
woman un .agyd in tin * amelioration of 
the c o n d itio n oi' women , **tliat steam 
power applied to sewin g machin es les­ 
sen s lire iiiU» r of the* operatives. 
It 
merely in ert ases prod uction . 
When foot 
power was used the operator could rest, 
in a measure, by workin g at a slower 
pace. 
With steam power n o such lati­ 
tud e is po d ble. 
It is a con tin ual d rive 
to keep up. 
A half hour is allowed for 
lun ch. 
Occasion ally three or four min ­ 
utes are allowed absen ce by permission 
from the room, but a min ute over this 
time brin gs its lin e. 
The con tractors for 
cheap work give out the fin ishin g of 
coats by tlie d ozen for four cen ts each. 
The fin ishin g of a coat is un d ersteod to 
mean everythin g hut the machin e work. 
A mother an d d aughter, coat fin ishers, 
by workin g fourteen hours a d ay wore 
able to fin ish a d ozen each. 
That is to 
say, twen ty-eight hours’ lal» or earn ed 
n in ety-six cen ts. 
Ties is a g« xxl record 
for such woi k. 
“ Coat fin ishers,” con tin ued the re­ 
former, “ for such good s os are sold by the 
larger Broad way houses, receive eighteen 
to thirty-live cen ts, 
llow n eatly an d 
carefully such work is d on e tin * wearers 
of these coats kn ow. It would hi* a very 
expert worker that could tin isli more 
than two of these coats in an ord in ary 
d ay’s labor. 
“ Coat fin ishin g is d on e un d er con tract. 
It is perhaps fair to the larger well estab­ 
lished houses to believe that they d o n ot 
kn ow tie* con d ition s un d er whic h it is 
d on e n or the prices paid . 
The con tractor 
is in d eed employed to spare them thought 
an d an n oyan ce in the matter. 
Here is a 
specimen cast* -seven teen men an d wo­ 
men are hud d led in a small room. There 
is a roarin g fire for the iron s. 
The room 
reeks with heat an d the steamin g od ors 
fron t tin * workers. 
These, on accoun t of 
the heat, are scarcely d ecen tly clad . The 
opportun ities for breed in g d isease an d in - 
l'ectin g tie* garmen ts are limitless. 
It is 
n ot on ly the cheap shops who en d an ger 
the public health. 
“ A woman , for makin g a pair of cheap 
trousers, receives n in e cen ts a piece, tlie 
usual price. 
By workin g all d ay an d 
in to the n ight she can make two pairs. 
On the ei ihtecn cen ts a d ay she earn s she 
supports herself an d four little child ren , 
for she is a wid ow. 
Fully on e-third of 
the workin g women of this city are out 
of employmen t. 
From d ay to d ay they 
watch uiid follow the weary trail of the 
ad vertisemen ts in the n ewspapers. Such 
are the chan gin g con d ition s of labor that 
women who used to earn from $15 to #18 
a week as feather curlers can n ow make 
but from $10 to $12 a week. 
The same 
rate of d ecrease is seen in other trad es.” 
—New York Even in g Bun . 


Chin ese Gamblers* Superstition *. 
Chin ese gamblers are more supersti­ 
tious than the mass of their coun trymen . 
All colors, save white, are 
carefully 
avoid ed by the own ers in the walls and 
d ecoration s of their gamblin g rooms.

Fran cis A. Walker, who was 
superin ten d en t of the last cen sus, ad vo­ 
cates the collection of the statistics two 
years hen ce by the n ation al bureau of 
statistics, which has Carroll D. Wright 
at its head . 
He also suggests that the 
statistics of population be taken by on e 
set of en umerators an d pubiMied as early 
as possible. 
There is a d isposition to 
make the cen sus of 1890 even more com­ 
plete than that of 1880.—Philad elphia 
Times.

The Gomero can carry on an y con versa­ 
tion by mean s of whistlin g, an d be un ­ 
d erstood by the person with whom lie is 
con versin g a mile olf. 
The w histlin g is 
quite articulate, an d is a kin d of tran s­ 
lation of common speech in to whistlin g, 
each syllable havin g its peculiar ton e, so 
that oven foreign word s can In* whistled . 
The v o w e ls e, 
i, y are more loud ly 
whistled than a, o, ami u: an d if a con ­ 
son an t is at the en d of a word , for ex­ 
ample, “ Juan ,” the a is whistled in a 
risin g ton e. 
The Gomero either uses his 
lin gers or his lips when whistlin g. 
The practice is on ly common on the 
Gomera Islan d , an d is n ot foun d in the 
other six islan d s of the archipelago. 
The reason may be the peculiar geological 
con struction of the islan d , which is trav­ 
ersed by man y d eep ravin es an d gullies, 
which run out in ail d irection s from the 
cen tral plateau.
